GATHGRT COMES
DOWN ON CHIEF

The City Attorney “Washes
Hands™ of McDuffie, Because.
Latter Did His Duty.

(From Saturday’s Advertiser.)

An open rustion has octurred between
the legal and exceative ends of the
police administration of the eity, in
which both sides have declured war
apparently to the finish, The imme-
dinte cause of trouble is the ense of

Edward C. Lane who was séntenced
Yyesterday to a year'im prison for vag-
riney, but bihind it nrl ard clashing
methods of admidistration nnd  elash-
ing views on the matter in which the
police systen of the eity should be run.

The breach between the city at-
4 torney’s department and the sherilf's
ofipe  oceurred yesterday when City
Attorney Catheart deelared, after a few
heated words with Chiof of Detectives
MeDuffie, that there wonld be no more
prosecutions by his offics in the police
eourt,

About a week ago, when Chief Me-
Dufic was ealled upon to investigate
the attempted assault which had besn
made on a little nine-year girl, he eall-
ed in seeond Deputy City Attorney A,
AL Brown to ssdist in drawing up the
complaint.  Afrer’ a enrefnl examing-
tion of the statutes Brown deelnred
that the man assaulting the girl could
be tried and most probably convieted
of the violation of & eertnin section of
the revised laws which provides a fine
of not more fhan $T000° or imprison-
ment at hard labor for more than five
years, Those who knew the deialls of
the cusp at that time became excced-
ingly arqused against the girl's nssail-
ant whom investigation showed to be
Edward C, Lane, an assistant bookksap-
er nt the Honolulu Tron Works,

After several day's seareh the man
wins fonnd, he having deserted his work
and his room and showed unmistakable
signs of (being guilty of the charge on
which he was immedintely booked at
the police station. Yesterdny lie plend-
ed guilty to the nssertions made
agninst him in court,

Abopt four days ago he cnme up for
trinl in the police court before Ds-
trict Magistrate Frank Andrade. At
that time Brown was oui of the clty
and Fred Milverton, deputy gity attor
ney, wus prosecnting in the police court
in his stead. The ruction between tho
two, depurtments that eame to a0 hend
yesterdny commenzed then.

Leon M, Biruns was the attorney de-
fending Lane and he way seen fo linve
n conference with Milverton, whethor
on this ease or not is not evident,

However, after Judge Andrade hnd
disposed of the case by setting it over
for geveral doys, Milverton leaned over
to MeDnaffie and whispered to him, that
hie was unable to conviet on this eharge
and that they wonld have to have it
nol-pragsed  and emter a  charge of
VAgrAney,

MeDuffie nsked why and Milverton
is reported by those who overheard the
conversntion to have sdnswered that
more enrefd] perusdl of the statutes had
shown the  uselowsiness of proceeding
nlong the present linow, repenting his
assortion that n vagrancy chnege was
the mout that could be entered, This
ehnrge cnrries n maximum peonlty of
ouly one your in' jull with no hard labor,

SOWell,"t gnid MeDufMle, ‘“Brown
made the worrnnt oot and said that we
could conviet on it. Didn’t he know
whut ho was doing? Thore in great
pyblic sentiment proused ugainst the
man, "’

‘T don't enve n  d—r
sentiment,”' gnid Milverton,

HThen let the man go and asmult
wome ane olee's lttle girl,'" rotorted
MeDuffie, hontedly, raising his voipe

Stooker, the foreman of tho territorinl
grand jury, To him MeDuffie told the
faets of the oase.

MoStooker expressed indignation over
the matter and intimated that he be.
lisved the eity attorney’s department
to be running things over the head
of the grand jury. Tt will be rémem.
berpd that the grand jury bas alrondy
indicted Manuel Richards against the
advies of Cathoart.

From the foraman of the grand jury,
MeDuffie went to  Attormey-General
Lindsay, asking his advieo. Lindsay,
after hearing the details, answered that
Milverton’s views on the subject seom-
npd o be correct bnt added that two
heads ware better than one and went
in 1o sonfer with his deputy,

When he came ont he stated that
they had decided that they would be
ahle to prosecute on the original eharge
(Boection £020).

Just a5 MeDuflle wont out, he meot
MoStoeker going in, and the latter then
had & lomg conference with the attor-
ney-general, svhich, it is undorstood,
résulted in a decision to take the mut-
tér up before the grand jury and have
the man indiated on the other eharge.

The attormoy-general, however, is
hardly likely to take a hand in the case
and Catheart will be sumpelled nominal-
ly to conduct it., MeStocker, however,
s 80 wisll posted on the puse that most
of the questioning will undonbredly be
done by the jursmen,

McDuffie's petion in carrying the
mattér up to the head of the legal de-
partment of the Territory at the re-
quest of the father of tlke assdulted
girl, baeked hy the sentiments of all
who knoew the efise and with virtunl or-
dens fo do so from BRI Jarrptt Yas
inenrred the wrath or Cathonrt.

The federal dopartment of justice has
received for investigation the petitions
of John Wynng, the slayer of Archibald
MeKinnon, who was convieted of mur.
dor in the first degree and seuteneed
to hang, the papers having beon re-
ferred back by the pardon mrtorney in
tho office of United States Attorney-
Gonernl Wickersham, If the number of
signatures nftached to the petitions, or
the prominence of some of the poti-
tioners mean anything, Wynne has a
fair chnnee to escape the hnngmon's
nogse,

Judge Sanford B. Dole, who presided
at the trinl of Wynue, the twelve con-
vieting jurymen, Sheritt Willlam Henry,
I S, Murshul . B Hendrgy, Distriat
Conrt Clerle O, E. Muorphy, Dr, Bruce
MeV. Muckall, Father H. Valontin and
Prigon Inspector Edward Davis _are
among the petitioners for the dommutu:
tiot of the death séntence.

Judge Dole, in his lotter to the Prosi-
dent, says e helieves it would be falr
to Wynue and the public to commute
the sentenee, as Wynne wis intoxicated
at the time he brutally striek MeKin-
non on the head with o hammer, which
wis in the latter part of 1007, M-

HIS OWN DEFENSE

Declares He Has “Washed His
Hands of MeDuffie,” Who Is
an “Open Enemy.”

THE PUBLIC STILL IS DAMNED

.

McDuffie Regrets Ocourrence, but

Continues to Believe That
He Is Right.

In a eurefolly  prepared  statemont
given to the afternpon papers yoster-
day, City Attortey Catheart eontinns
the majority of the statements made
In The Advortiser sestorday morning
regavding the rietion between himsplt
ahd Ohief of Detedtives MaDuita,

He relterntes the statement that Ye
"wnshiod his hauds't of the ehiof nua
congludes by saying, ‘A MeDuffle
wenl out of his wiy, to injure me, I
must conalder him ps ap open enomy
instend of the seerer edeiny 1T am now
inforined ho hid Wwavs been. '’

Regnrding his vlews on the eharpe
thit was first presented against Lane,
Catheart suys:

S Last Bunday evoning Lans, aceond-
ing to the/story told by the little girl,
wig guilty of certain lowd eonduet to.
wards her, A fall investigntion of the
foats wan mpde both by Deputy City
Attorney A. M. Brown n.mru hcput}'
City Attorney F. W. Milverton, and
while the facts were disgusting, yet,
in the opinion of the deputios and of
myself, thoy wore not sufficient to war-
runt the charge being placed agningt
Linne which was presented.'’

The Public Be Damned.

He makes no denial of the roporiod
conversition hetwoon Milveston and
MeDuffic in the eourt room, which was
aoverhearil by several people, saying
only:

““Mr., Milvorton then informed Chinf
of Detestives MeDuffie that no convie-
tion was possible under the fasts npon
n charge of assault with intent to com-
mit that erime. AMr, MeDuflie then in-
sisted on A trial upon the higher
offense, mlating that publie sextiment
reaquired it, and Mr. Milvarton replied
thal he was not going to prosoeuts o
man for an offense that the facls seould
not warrant beeauss of public sents-
ment and requested Mr. MeDuffie to
propare u charge apninst Lane as be-
ing a lowd snd lassivions person,’”

Catheart does not deny that Mr. Mil-
verfon stated that he did not sare a
damn about publie opinion. Oontinu-
ing further the sity nttorney snys:

““Ag soon ns T Jearned that Mr, Ma-
Duffie lind gono out of his way in this
manner, T requested him to eall at my
offiee, and T aslkeed him whether it was
tho ease that ho had taken up the mat-
tor with the attorney-general and he
aald it was. 1 then said: “That is all,
MoDufflo, L wash nmy bonds of you.'

No Police Friction,

Catheart denies any frietion between
his depiatment and the polico dopart.
ment and refors to o cnse in the givenit
eourt where he wont  to  justifiable
lengths to preserve the intogrity of
MeDullie's evidence. the ense referrod
to is the famous ““peep hols'’ case
where Attorngy Lightfoot acensed Me-
Duflip of perjnry and in which the find-
ing of the eourt sustained the officor,

Ulosing Catheart anys:

YThe statoment that thero has bren
frietion betwesn my department and
the sherill's office Is abkolately untroe.
We hnve worlied harmoniously, nud tho
fealing botween myacll jund the officers
of the police depurtment han been viry
friendly, The sherlll himsalf, hiw dep-
uliog and his oMeors will, without ox-
ception T believe, say that my stpport
of them has been constint and un-
quilified.

The twontyfour govornmont Jots in
Makik: Valloy previeously adveriised
for sale ut nuction, ny woll ae other
government lols in Makiki Valley not
Yol surveyel, are to be disposed of by
allotment, according to the desision 'of
the advisory land bYonrd yesterday,

Heratofore all wuch dispositions of

governmgnt lals have been by publie
anebion, which gave the man with the
long purse the ndvantage over the namn
of less finuncinl mesns,  Under the new
plan, kowever, everybody is to have the
same ehonow,  The namo of every ap-
plionnt will be pinend in o blank en-
volopo nnd a drawing will be bad, The
man whose tame I8 first deawn will
have {irst eholee of the lots, the mnn
whoko numo ¢omos ont govond will linve
steond chanco, nud 5o on,
K. H, Tront s the commissioner who
suggoatid thin plan of disposing of the
lots.  Andrade opposed It at fiest, on
the: ground that it wans contrary to the
spirit  of the resolution provieusly
adopted by the bonrd, but Trent replied
thnt the intent of that resolytion was
to give the homesteader first chande at
the lnnd and his motion merely carried
ont that intent. This roply improssed
the board and the motion was enrried
without furthor dissent,

Commissioner Campbell notified the
board that there nre othor town lots
to beo disposed of, ineluding the old
wakhhouse st Twilei, & lot on the corner
of Fort and Konkini stroots, containing
21,740 squure foet; o small lot back of
Makiki semotory, and a lot at the eor-
nor of Halokduila and Kilauen strosta,

It was pointed out that these ore

The homestead!=x of the residence
town lots will prevent the running ug
of thulr prices at publie nuetion, whie
has been ono of the ehief evils of the
old system,

An applicstion was recolved from the
Mptunl Telpphone Company for the
purehase of 4 site at Kanwailne for a
dwolling and wireloss sfation, 1t be-
ing shown that the lund wanted is en-
tiroly unsuited for homostending, the
bonrd voted to suspend the resolution
in that respeet aud consented to fhe im-
modiate sale of the land.
